They found'tlmt the shells 
which tho Japanese were pouring Into 
tho town were from the captured Rus- 
sian steamer Manchoorla. which, when 
caught, was bound for Port .Arthur 
with 7,000 tons of war material: 


DID NOT EXPECT ATTACK. 


Russian Captain Unable to Prevent 


Torpedo Striking His. Ship. 


St. Petersburg. March 
10.—The 


Port Artluir Novi Krai of Feb. 19, 
which tins just reached here, definite- 
ly establishes tho fact that when the 
first torpedo attack was made on Port 
Arthur It was entirely unexpected. 
The Russian squadron was anchored 
outside In three lines, with the bat- 
tleships In the roar. The captain of 
the 
battleship 
Cesarovltch 
could 


plainly trace from 'the bridge tho 
course of the torpedo aimed nt his 
ship, but he could not avoid It. When 
It exploded under the stern of tho 
battleship the latter heeled nt first to 
starboard, and then to port, nt nn 
angle of eighteen degrees. Two other 
torpedoes 
which 
were 
launched 


missed the Ceaarevltch, one of them 
striking tho protected cruiser 1'alluda. 
The Cesarevltch, in tin: meantime, 
was getting up steam and weighing 
her anchor. 
She finally got under 


way. steering with her engines, and 
swung around for tho harbor, but 
failed to make the entrance and ran 
aground. 
She was then down nine 


feet nt tho stern, her after compart- 
ments being flooded. She had water 
between decks and some water In tho 
word room. Tho torpedo vhlch struck 
tho Cesnrevltch contained 200 'pounds 
of pyroxylin.

Other Violations. 


There have been charges that other

whether any ot these cases are under 
consideration. K Is certain, however. 
that until he Is absolutely satisfied 
that other combinations exist and are 
violating the law, no step will be 
taken.
